The trains 
which started at the scheduled 
hours might have arrived on time 
at their destination. No abnormal 
sights or sounds would have offended 
the eyes or grated on the ears of the 
stranger, seeing that the authorities 
— adopted special precau- 
tions for keeping them away. The 
theaters, churches, law courts and 
cinemas were as usual open and fre- 
quented. The natives, too, whom the 
visitor met could with truth have as- 
sured him that the conditions of 
existence were much better than 
they had been two years before and 
some might give expression to their 
hope that they would gradually be- 
come normal n. And the serene 
optimism of t authorities could 
hardly fall to impress him with the 
belief that they were confronted with 
no problems more fateful than those 
which face every normally growing 
and well-governed State. 
SAGACITY OF OBSERVER. 
And yet despite the sagacity of 
auch an observer, the unbiased 
character of his testimony and the 
correctness of the facts which he 
alleged in support of his conclusions, 
the general picture he painted would 
be wholly false and missicading. 
What such a lying visitor beheld 
was, #0 to say, the front room that 
has been swept, garnished and em- 
bellished, not the living apartments 
which stamp the dwelling with its 
distinctive For there 
were then two Mexicos, one on the 
surface smooth, polished, lustrous 
like a crust of ice and capable for 
a time of bearing the weight of a 
frail governmenta) fabric; and the 
other a river underneath, dark, abys- 
mal, sweeping ceaselessiy onward 
and rapidly eroding the layer of ice 
above. That the passing onlooker 
shoulé take no thought of the roll- 
ing stream underneath was but 
natural. Surprising was the circum- 
stance that the architects of the 
governmental! fabric should have for- 
gotten its existence and neglected to 
take ite erosive action into account. 
They lived and breathed and worked 
in an atmosphere of factitious con- 
tentment and serenity which was 
calculated te impart to the visitor 
a false sense of the stability of 
things. Me, too, it impressed at first 
but without eonvincing. In some 
ways those blithe administrators re- 
sembled the self-indulgent Floren- 
tines who were enjoying a fleeting 
period of wild dissolute gayety while 
the plague was stalking through 
their streets, withering human life 
and turni into a charnel house. 
But the orentines were at least 
conscious, if heedless, of the danger 
that compassed them. Not so the 
Carranzista rough-hewers of Mex- 
leo destinies. These men perceived 
as little, suspected as little and were 


as self-complacent as the revellers} 


in the palace of Babylon's last king 
until the flery finger burned the 


words of judgment and death into 
the wall of the royal banqueting 
chamber. 


Now this unrealized fact that there 
were two Mexicos under Carranza— 
one of them phantasmal and the 
other practically inaccessible to the 
average outsider—is accountable for 
the pathetic optimism of many a 
more or less truth-worshiping vis- 
or to that enchanting land of un- 
measured possibilities and amazing 
contrasts. And vet had he but 
swerved a little from the raflway 
lines and ventured into the interior, 
or undertaken a journey outside the 
protected zones, kept an open eve 
and an unbiased mind, he would 
have awakened to the startling fact 
that the two aspects the coun- 
try were as unlike each other as the 
mheks of comedy and tracedy. Fu- 
ery now and again the grim reality 
would be brought home to those 
who had eves to see and ears to 
hear hw nefarious deeds that leave 
an indelible impression on the mind 
of the beholders. 

FIRST OF FOUR VISITS. 
During the first of my four recent 
visits to the republic, I hed severa! 
opportunities of contrasting the 
phenomena of the two Mexicos. I re- 
member the case of an Englishman 
who had to make a railway journey 
of some cight or ten hours from the 
capita] and then to pursue his way 
as best he could across the country 
to examine a mine. His train started 
punctually, he arrived on time and 
leaving the railroad pushed on at 
night accompanied by another man 
and after a lonely journey of some 
hours on horseback reached nis 
destination. Having accomplished 
his work on the following day he

land so punctual were the trains and 
so safe life and property. In a4 
word, everythi appeared to be as 
satisfactory as in the much lauded 
era of Porfirio Diaz. But the very 
day after the Englishman's return 
the train on the same line was dyna- 
mited and many passen killed 
and wounded. e was lucky. 
That was all. 

A somewhat 1 experience 
fell to my own lot. In Guadalajara 
announced my intention of re- 
turning to the United States by way 
of Ciudad Juarez and El Paso, but 
before ordering my ticket I made 
inquiries of Mexican friends as to 
whether the trains were running 
tolerably well and whether there 
was really as much danger from 
attack by the bandite under Ville 
an people affected to believe. The 
answer I received was to the effect 
that the alarming reports were 
much exaggerated and that Ville 
had announced his intention to nie 
low until after the elections in July 
and that the line was, therefore, 
practically safe. Circumstances, 
however, obliged me to postpone 
my journey three days. Then I or- 
dered my ticket. Two days subse- 
quentiy, however, I learned from 
the papers that the train in which 
I had meant to travel had been 
wrecked and many lives lost. 
ARMED SOLDIERS ON TRAIN. 

This is what occurred. The train 
was accompanied by armed soldiers. 
of whom some were in an armored 
car and others, as was their wont. 
seated on the roof. Two powerful 
bombe exploded under the train, 
blowing the engine to shreds, where- 
upon the rebels rushed up and 
opened fire. Al the soldiers on the 
roof were quickly killed off and the 
others were prevented from iasuing 
forth from their stronghold. The 
trembling passengers were conduct- 
ed by the rebels to a spot a mile 
and a half distant, where they were 
robbed of 80.000 Mexican pesos and 
of all the valuables on their per- 
sons. Twenty thousand pesos more 
were taken from the tal express 
car. The two ‘conductora were 
hauled before Villa, who shot them 
. “The passengers’ 
turn came next. Villa summarily 
ordered them all to be shot and 
they were duly lined up for execu- 


tion. But just when about to give 
the o to fire he suddenly 
chan his mind and, with tears 
in eyes, pardoned them, say- 
ing: “Since the execution of my 
friend, Gen. Angeles, I have been 


thirsting for vengeance. That's why 
I blew up the train. Well, I have 
av ed his murder. Now in mem- 
ory him I spare your lives. You 
may 8.“ But he took one Amert- 
can with him. His men had al- 
ready, however, killed eight pas- 
sengers, three women and their 
husbands and two children. Those 
who were pardoned at the last mo- 
ment had suffered agonies before. 
When Iiberated they had a long 
journey to make on foot, hwnery, 
thirsty and in dread of being fol- 
lowed and murdered by the bandits. 
Fourteen of the rebels were killed, 
including one general and one com- 
mander. I concluded that I was 
lucky to have postponed my jour- 
ney to Ciudad Juarez and I now de- 
cided not to tempt fate by trespass- 
ing through Ville’s preserves. 
Traveling under the 
regime was a lottery. If one was 
Incky one had merely to rough ft. 
The only two things certain about a 
Journey were discomfort and a mili- 


tary escort. Death or mutilation 
and robbery were contingencter 
about which one could never be 


sure. Nut, then, thie disquieting in- 
certitude was an essential charac- 
teristic of everything one undertook 
in the republic. It overhung min- 
ing, farming, trading, industry, po- 
ties, finance, the administration and 
the regime. One never knew what 
the morrow might bring forth, and 
the rst question people asked them- 
selves when contemplating any kind 
of business or action was, how will 
it be affected by the unforereen’. 
SWORD OF DAMOCLES. 

Thus, there Was ever a Damocied 
sword in the shege of uncertainty 
and danger banging by a fran 
thread over the 1 the people 
whose avocations t them from 
place to place and of foreigners who 
resided ond the city boundartes. 
They ed their lives in their 
hands. That there were a few ra- 
way lines over which one might 
travel with some degree of safety, 
if special precautions were taken, it 
would be unfair to deny. But tee 
precautions conetituted a heavy 
price for the boon, which Was paid 
by the State and the traveling pub- 
lic. The former had to provide all 
trains with an escort of soldiers 
and the latter to put up with the 
loss of an entire night every twen- 
ty-four hours. On the line between 
Laredo and Mexico City, for exam- 
ple, the passengers had to resign 
themselves to spending the night at 
a station and resuming their journey 
in the morning. It is psychological- 
ly interesting, tWferefore, to read the 
statement of ong of the United 
States delegates made ore the 
trade conference held in Mexico 
City last February when foreign 
tourists Were expected to laud Car- 
ranga and his works. He wrote! 
“From the border to the capital of 
the ancient empire of. the Monte- 
sumas we made the journey by rail- 
road, expecting every moment to be 
attacked by the rebels who, we 
were told, infested the territory of 
Mexico in great numbers, but after 
traveling miles and miles without 
the least accident, and. observing 
peace and order everywhere, We 
came to the conclusion that we had 
been laboring under a gross miscon- 
ception.” 

n truth, they labored under sev- 
eral misconceptions, one of 
which was that every railroad neces- 
sarily passed through the dan 
zone. Another consisted in giving 
the name of order to a condition of 
things which rendered railway trav- 
eling impossible at night and not 
feasible even by day unless a strong 
military escort accompan the 
train, and blockhouses occupied by 
armed soldie dottel the way. 
If either in France or the Unit- 
ed States these extraordinary 
conditions prevailed, they wouldc 
hardly be taken to represent order 
and prosperity. I remember being 
told that the journey between Vera 
Cruz and the port of Alvarado—a line 
of about fifty milee—was as safe as 
if it were situated in England, Well, 
I know a man in Vera Cruz who took 
that train the day after I had left the 


city. 

Short though the distance was, the 
passengers had a military escort. and 
nobody felt the slightest m! ing. 
None the less, it was dynamited in the 
traditional fashion, four passengers 
were wounded, two were killed, the 
women and children were crazy with 
terror, sixteen soldiers of the escort 
were slain, seventeen, including the 
captain, were wounded and ascene of 
anguish was enacted which left an 
indelible impression on the mind of 
my acquaintance and brought home 
to me in conclusive fashion the ne- 
cessity of distinguishing between the 
show Mexico which Carranza had ex- 
hibited to tngenuous American dele- 
gates and the real Mexico as he had 
made it and as it was known to those 
natives and foreigners who made it 
their home. 

LESSONS OF EXPERIENCE. 


My own experience, limited in 
time as in space, filustrated the

travelers. From Puebla I d-sired 
to go to Oaxaca, one of the most de- 
lightful States in the republic. Near- 
ly all my Mexican friends, who, I 
may say, were stanch supporters of 
the Carranza government, endeav- 
ored to dissuade me on the ground 
that the journey was both uncom- 
fortable and perilous. My travel 
companion in particular held bac 
and employed all his wers of per- 
suasion to induce me td abandon the 
plan. I finally told him that I would 
gO at any rate as far as Tejuacan— 
about one-third of the way. During 
ohr drive from the hotel to the sta- 
tion we passed crowds of men, wom 
en and children trudging along in 
the same direction as ourselves, and 
as soon ag we caught sight of the 
terminus we beheld a vast concourse 
of men, women and children, mostly 
Indians, who filled the room, 
blocked the entrance, covered the 
stone steps and overflowed into the 
streets. And every moment the 
crowd was swelling. We could not 
even get near to door. And it 
was still so early that the ticket 
office was not open. There was no 
hope, therefore, of our obtaining 
seats even if we should contrive to 
purchase tickets, so after having 
talked the matter over with a rail- 
Way servant we returned to the ho- 
tel and put off our journey until the 
following day. The next morning we 
rose at 3, had our tickets and our 
seats by 4 and waited until 6 for 
the train to start. In Mexico the 
traveler had to rise at an unearthly 
hour in the morning, first because 
all long-distance traing started early 
in order to make up for the loss of 
time at night, and second because 
the sitting accommodation in the 
ramshackle carriages is limited, 
whereas the number of seats sold is 
not. Many passengers, therefore, had 
to stand around or hahg on wher- 
ever they could. 
KEEPS HIS SEAT. 

When the train steamed into Te- 
juacan Station. I resolved to keep 
my seat and sent for tickets to 


overcame 
signed himself to share my fate. The 
journey was supremely uncomfort- 
able. The windows of the carriage 
were broken, the doors disjointed, 
the ceilings damaged, the sanitary 
arrangements shocking. But the line 
appeared safe enough, and the train 
was not later than trains generally 
are in France. 

While I was in Oaxaca, however, 
the rebels took the station of Atlas. 
about eighteen miles distant, cut off 
our water and light and caused a 
panic in the city. For two days I 
was without water for washing and 
was obliged to content myself with 
a candle after sundown. A short time 
previously the bands had attacked 
the town of Teliztiahuaca, forty-five 
miles distant from Oaxaca. xh 
and wounding many people 
striking terror to the hearts of many 
more. On our return journey to Pu- 
ebla, an attempt was made to wreck 
— train near the station of Santa 

tarina. Fortunately, special pre- 
cautions had been taken because we 
had a Governor on board. The ar- 
rangements for derailing the train 
were discovered and workmen were 
set to remove the obstacles and clear 
the line, after which we resumed 
our journey, which was completed 
without further interruption. ese 
incidents, which I mentioned Mm 
in a previous article, oc- 
last March. 


PLANNED VISITS. 

Several of my planned visita were 
countered owing to those untoward 
conditions. I had long desired to 
visit the States of Chiapas and ra- 
basco, concerning which I had 
gathered various interesting data.

SEEK NEW NARCOTICS. 


THOUSAND MILES OF VIRGIN 
TERRITORY ON AMAZON 
WILL BE VISITED. 


fEXCLISIVE DISPATCH.) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—At Colum- 
bia University yesterday it was an- 
nounced that a large party of Ameri- 
can scientists, led by Dr. Henry H. 
Rusby, dean of the Columbia school 


of pharmacy, will explore about 1000 
miles of virgin territory in the Ama- 
zon basin next year. 

Dr. Rusby's former South Ameri- 
can expeditions in search of drug 
included sectiong of the Southern 
and Eastern Agies and Northern 
Colombia. 
“There now remains thig tract of 
16000 miles along Eastern Ecuador 
ana Peru frem which no specimens 
of any kind have ever been pro- 
cured,” said Dr. Rusby in telling of 
the proposed expedition. “We know 
from the natives that there ard re- 
markable narcotics in this section 
and we expect to discover many new 
and valuable specimens. 

The expedition will be under- 

taken on a purely scientific basis to 
contribute to educational research. 
The botanical investigations will aim 
to give an economic value to all 
discoveries made. 
“A corps of zo-ologists also wi! 
study insects, reptiles and fish and 
many motion pictures will be taken 
for educational purposes.”

THE RUSH TO THE COLLEGES. 

Cities may continue to set great stock by 
mere size for some time to come, but there 
is evidence that universities are already be 
ginning to groan under the burdens of post- 
war growth. Figures for thirty universities 
just published show an increase of 47 per 
cent in the total enrollment from 1914, be- 
fore war conditions began to rffect attend. 
ance, to 1919. If New York University were 
inspired by the same philosophy as Detroit 
or Los Angeles it would doubtless be de- 
lighted at holding the premier place for rate 
of growth—its increase for the five-year pe- 
riod was 107 per cent—but needing an en- 
dowment as badly as it does there is grave 
doubt whether it viewed its 11,327 recular 
students last year with unmixed joy. Three 
universities among these thirty—Columbia, 
the University of California and New York 
university—had more than 12.000 students 
each if we include the summer school. One 
benefit comes from all this—rivairy for stu- 
dents has practically ceased; universities 
have more than they know what to do with. 
What will be the end of thie rush of Amer- 
jean youth to their higher institutions of 
learning can only be guessed. The junior 
college is with us and may help out to some 
extent by relieving universities of the bur. 
den of work done in the first two years. 
Meanwhile we may bave to make further 
reorganizations in our educational system
